“Cancer itself 
may not be hereditary,” explains 
Dr. Reding who read a paper on 
his findings at the recent Brussels 
congress. of European © physicians. 
“But a disposition for cancer may 
certainly be inherited; and this is! 
due to the strain of blood in a 
family.”

The blood of a normal person ! 
must be neither . too’acid . nor too! 
alkaline. Fersons -with symptoma of 
cancer always have very alkaline! 
blood, while persons with «highly, 
seid. blood .may get. any ‘other 
sort of illness, but they won't be 
the prey of cancer.

Past and Present Aviation in China 

Aviation in China is by no means 


}a new step in the advancement of 


China-towards modern civillsation. 
As far back as 1911 there were a 
number of young Chinese learning 
to fly. Perhaps the two _.most 
famous of these were Mr. Tom Gun 
and Mr. Lam Yu-fuk; unfortunately. 
1 Lam, 
better known these days. as Art 
Lam, is still flying. . He recently 
flew to Shanghai from Canton. 

In spite of the early start made 
by Chinese. aviators, actual pro- 
It was not 
till the year 1920 that-zeal efforts 
were made.to introduce flying, both 
for military, and civil purposes. 
A large contract was entered into 
by the Government of those days’ 
and, British machines were im- 
ported into Northern China, to- 
gether with British instructors. 
Unfortunately this scheme did not 
meet with any real succeas; largely 


‘owing to the political differences of 


the various parties then established 
throughout China. After a perigd |° 
the machines were taken over by 
Tuchuns. for purely military pur- 
poses and, they were allowed to fall 
into serious disrepair. 
Efforts in Canton 

After a lapse of a few years, 
efforts were made both in Canton 
and Mukden to establish flying. 
Mukden employed @ French in- 
etructor and a number . of Russian 
aviators; with their assistance, con- 
siderable advance was made, and 
they have, up to this day, maintain- 
ed. a- moderately efficient Air Ser- 
vice. This Air Service is purely 
military. In Canton the steps taken 
were somewhat different; foreign 
instructors were not favoured: and 
Chinese aviators, who had obtained 
their training abroad, took up the

There ‘is however, existing even 
to-day, the foundation for excellent 
military and _ civil aviation and in 
my ‘next section I hope to be able 
to show you how progress may ‘be 
made and how efficient civil and 
military serial services can -bo 
established, and if established, 
what they would mean to: the 
future development of China.. 

Possibilities of Future 
There is one golden rule that ap- 
plies to all the development and. re- 
construction plans for China, it is 
“Political Upheavals and Civil Wars 
must end,” otherwise all the excel- 
lent schemes, Propounded .by the 
Nationalist Government are doomed 
to failure. Therefore, if we. are 
going to look into the future of |. 
Chinese Aviation and discuss what 
China is united under the Na- 
tionalist Government. 5 

In the first place it is necessary 
to separate Military from Civil 
Aviation. Having done this, we 
may ask ourselves, what are the re- 
quirements of China in. both .these:.

So large .a country as China 
obviously must have an Army and 
a Navy; it follows, quite naturally, 
that -she must also have’ an Air 
Service. The old saying, ‘it is no 
good trying to run before you -can 
walk,’ applies with absolute truth 
in aviation.

We have_quoted a reference to 
the crowds that guther round the 
thonkey cages at the Zoo, Of 
tourse, no evolutionist believes that 
man spraiug from any living kind 
of ape, yel, as one of them puts it, 
“none cai hesitate lo believé in’ his 
emergence—‘a new creation’—from 
a stock common to the anthropoid 
apes and- to the early ‘tentative 
men. ‘Long ago there was a part- 
. ing of the ways—it-could not be 
less than a million “years ago: the 
anthropoids temdined arboreal and 
the ancestors of the men we know 
became terrestrial. So far as we 
can judge from links that are cer- 
tainly not missing, but always in- 
creaging in number, there were for 
long ayes only tentative men Ike 
Pithecauthropus the Erect, in Java, 
and Foanthropus, the. Piltdown 
man of the Sussex Weald. Even 
these were rather collateral off- 
shoots than beings on the main Hine 
of man’s ancestry.” : 
Our joint authors, Huxley and 
Wells, think it is perhaps not often 
realized how extremely close man’s 
resemblance to the. apes is. The 
differences between human struc- 
ture and ape structures are . only 
differences of degree. . Their 
skeletons are not merely alike in 
general plan, but- correspond actual- 
ly bone by bone. The resemblance 
between man and chimpanace is 
much closer than these facts alone 
would indicate. The visible re- 
semblance permeates every detail 
of their anatomy; equally close is 
their invisible Chemical resemblance. 
Brain of the Apes 
It is not true that there 
definite structures in man’s brain 
which am. absent in apes. | 
was demonstrated long ago.. “Man’s 
brain and -brain-ease are propor- 
tionately larger; but, as Elliot 
Smith has shown — us, this increase 
is due ta the enl-rgement of parts 


of the brain Mlready present.in the } 


ape—the parts concerned primarily 
with ithe faculty of Sssociation— 
and no brain-organs are to be found 
in man which are not also to be 
found in apes. The ape, like our- 
selves, has ‘its due share of reflexes, 
and its'complement of inborn in- 
stincits with their - accompanying.

MYSTERY DEEPENS 
[The self-named William “Shake- 
:speare, “The Prince.of Wales’, 


by Alfred Mudie; Cecil Palmer, 7

Réaders of Shakesperian litera- 
ture of the last few decades must 
have noticed that the critics of a 
quarter 6f a centuryaago, extolled 
by some as reaching the high water 
of Shakegperian criticism, showed 
an almost. instinctive bias against 
Baconian theories.

Every year the evidence grows 
stronger that the playwright, -of 
Stratford was not -the . person 
primarily responsible for the plays. 
Every year the mystery . thickens 
round that most extraordinary of 
al). figures in history, Francis, 
Bacon.. According to the writer’s 
taste he has variously-been portray- 
ed as the greatest philosopher of 
the age or “the greatest cad in his- 
tory’. Only time will bring to light 
the.real truth, But no writer now 
of any standing. can afford to 
ignore in toto the Bacon-Shake- 
speare controversy. 

The present vclume goes. the 
whol& hog. Not only was Francis 
Bacon . the author of the Shake- 
sperian sonnets and plays; he-was 
the responsible agent for much 
more besides, as well as being the 
son of Queen Elizabeth by the Earl 
of Leiceater. :

; Or is the satisfactory proof from 4 
number of cipher tests'evidence of 
the falsity of all? 

Or, again, if Bacon is proved to 
be the son of three different per- 
sdns by three different fathers are 
all the channels of evidence to be 
‘distrusted? Perhaps the safest 
conclusion is that they show the 
inadequacy of the present evidence. 
We must wait with an open and 
receptive mind. .At-all events we 
have the ' sonnets and-the First 
Folio. and they form the greatest 
volume of literature that.the world 
has-ever seen. No discovery as to 
their authorship will detract from 
their merit and criginality..
